OFFICIAL INAUGURAL MEDAL 


One of the most sought after commomorative items are Official 
Inaugural Medals. These are issued only onee every four years. The 
Inaugural Comittee, a non-political organization established pursuant 
to an Aet of Congress, comnissioned the distinguished American medallic 
sculptor Gilroy Reberts te design the medal for the 37th President, 
Richard Nixon. Mr. Reberts seulptored @ classic double portrait of the 
President and Viec-Prosident. 

The sterling silwer medal {s two and a half inehes in diameter, and 
the bronze two and three-quarters inches. They may be grdored directly 
from the Franklin Nant, 4f still avatlabie, at O45 and 96 each respoete 
fvwely. Proof-quality silver and bronge medals are considerable higher 
4n orice. An eight inch steriing silver viate was also made. 


MOUNT RUSHEORE MEDALLION 


The Lombardo Mint has struck a wedal, The American Shrine of 
Demoerney and th e US flag on the reverse, depicting Mount Rushmore 
on the obverse. Rushmore, the man-made monument ercated by Gutzon 
Borglum on the 6000 foot high Mount Rushmore fn the Blaek Hills of 
South Daketa, depicts in granite the faces of Washington, Jefferson, 
TR, and [fneoln. } 

This medal has been struck in both silver and bronze and may be 
ordered from the Lombardo Mint. Both are 14 Inches in diameter. The 
US address is Box 525, Derby Lins, Vt 05830, and the Canadian address 
is Box 203, Sherbrooke, Quebee. The antiqued bronze is $2,50 cach, and 
the -999 silver sells for $10 each. Add 50¢ postage for any order under 
V10.

Some largo auctions have more than a thousand lots per 
auction. Collectors mail in their bids on the lets they are interested 
in, before the deadline date, then anxiously await the results. Often 
a biddor is surprised that he didn't got an item after bidding high, and 
as often {is surprised to reeleve a large quantity et a most reasonable 
bid, Two HicheTAMS MEMBERS Ghareeeet such auctions on a large scale 
are Rinsland in Pennsylwania ané Corbett in Oklahoma.
